1. The Director of Central Intelligence has instructed the 
Human Sources Committee of the United States Intelligence Board 
to evaluate human source reporting on certain key countries. The 
Object of this exercise is to identify important gaps in report- 
ing, unnecessary duplications, reporting sources that are not 
being effectively utilized, and categories of reporting that are 
of little use to analysts and policymakers. The results of this 
enquiry will form the basis of a report from the Director of 
Central intelligence to the appropriate Chief of Mission. 


2. The National Intelligence Officers have been tasked by 
the Director of Central Intelligence to organize an evaluation 
of human source reporting[ —————s|:«“Given the total volume 25X 
of reporting in question, we have decided to establish separate 
panels for the evaluation of political reporting and reporting 
on economic, technical, and military matters.
